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Koen: tests should evaluate

Tests should be used as an "evaluation procedure" for the ability of students and 
the objectives of professors, said Dr. Frank Koen to a. session of the McGill Conference on 
Teaching Affairs. 



Speaking on the "functional 
uses of tests", he emphasized 
that instructors should have a 
goal in mind at the outset of a 
course, and that tests should be 
a means of determining if the 
goals is being attained. 

However, the main purpose of 
tests is still considered to be the 
assigning of grades and diagnos- 
ing the students' difficulties, said 
Dr. Koen. 



A test should be designed, he 
said, to show the student the type 
of response that is expected from 
him. He should view the test as 
a method of measuring his lcnow> 
ledge "with accomplishment and 
pleasure". 

Another purpose of tests is to 
define the field of Icnowledgc for 
the instructor and student, Dr. 
Koen said. This can be done by 
using suitable' form recall,

interpretation, application, analy. 
sis, production and appreciation. 

Dr. Koen then tested the 
audience in classifying an examin- 
ation item, both before and after 
the objective of the instructor 
was made clear. 

The sample question was to 
state the important provisions of 
the United States' treaties follow, 
ing its entry into the wars of the 
past century. At the beginning, 
the majority of the audience 
classified the question as belong- 
ing to the first and simplest 
recall. But ' when be explained 
the US government's official de- 
finition of "war" and the legal 
meaning of "important provi- 
sions", the audience then placed 
the question in the category of 
analysis. 

A clear concept of the objec- 
tives of the course, Dr. Koen said, 
prevents students from becoming 
"expert test-takers", succeeding 
in tests for "completely irrelevant 
reasons". Instructors should seek 
a real response that shows "in- 
sight" rather than mere "verbal- 
ization". 

His principles on student be- 
liuvior arc, first, that "students 
do things they perceive to be in 
their own interest", and second, 
that "students learn to do those 
performances which they prac- 
tice". He admitted that these 
statements appeared obvious, but 
are basic to the understanding 
of the use of tests.

Electronics to destroy 
educational system

A contracted consultant to the Quebec Ministry of 
Education predicted Friday that the etecronics industry 
would soon destroy the present teacher-textbook system 
of education. 

Speaking to a sparse audience at the McGill Conference 
on Teaching Affairs, André Juneau said that the increased use 
of audio-visual aids would change the relative importance of 
teacherstandrprlnted books in the classroom : "the role of the 
guidance"' counsellor will be to teach the student how to litter- 
prêt the machine data. It will be the student who will guide 
himself in a process called 'auto-counsciling'." 

Juneau, president of an electronic teaching equipment 
company, stressed the advantage of "telecommunication of data, 
image and voice" in solving the problem of teaching and 
guiding students en masse. 

He said.. 'Ithe UJS. military Is probably the largest exper- 
imenter in education in the world with a budget of |4 billion." 
He said that the Canadian provincial government, although 
slow experimenters in using electronic equipment in their 
schools, could not escape the growing importance of audio- 
visual aids. His remarks followed the statement from the 
Quebec Ministry of Education that the province was studying 
plans to set up a three channel educational television network. 

Juneau described the new "education industry", In which 
firms represented mergers by publishing companies and 
electronic equipment manufacturers. He said their markets in 
the United States were booming, due to the demands of 
vocational training groups in companies and of schools. He 
added that "the education industry might out-pace the non- ' 
education market". 

He commented on the declining importance of textbooks 
in education, saying "the total sales of publishing companhis 
is not one-half the monthly sales of the technological education 
industry." 

He said the only decline in electronic aids in schools was 
in the use of the radio.

If there Is a case for syn- 
dicalism in student affairs, let 
il be stated clearly. And if the 
way of syndicalism is to deny 
an Individual the right not to 
Join, not to delegate certain 
rights, then the advocates of 
syndicalism must account for 
this also. If certain freedoms 
(however anyone else may 
Judge their value) are to be 
taken away to promote some 
'desirable' goal, let those who 
advocate this 'progress' respond 
to their opponents with reason, 
not paranoid flurry. 

Put differently, the question 
is: by what right does an or- 
ganization require one to Join 
it against one's wishes and to 
support it when its aims are 
against one's principles? 

The principles of voluntary 
consent, support for and In- 
volvement In programs, and the 
right not to Join, not to sup- 
port — if these are not accept- 
ed and extended — must be re- 
jected on the basis of some 
kind of reasoning. I'd like to 
sec that 'reasoning', especially 
in the Daily. 

In many of its lead articles 
and editorials, the Doily has 
made a weak, rather silly at- 
tempt to discredit the ideas and 
personalities of the present 
'rightist' student executive. Par- 
ticularly revealing was an edi- 
torial snipe about *Ayn Rand 



oriented' student governments. 
My reading leads me to the 
knowledge that Ayn Rand is, 
among many other things, an 
articulate champion of reason, 
integrity, self-respect as well as 
being an explicit philosopher of 
man's rights. If one does know 
these things and yet persists in 
a total denunciation i^of:?. Ayn 
Rand, one reveals much about 
oneself. 

It is also revealing that while 
Ayn Rand's ideas are rapidly 
gaining attention and some ac- 
ceptance, that the 'left' general- 
ly remarks on this fact with a 
journalistic lift of an eyebrow 
or a confused, frightened si- 
lence. She has anticipated well 
in advance the kind of evasion 
her Ideas will meet. So far her 
anticipations have proven -cor- 
rect. 

To return to the local scene: 
the lack of clarity about issues, 
principles and rights often leads 
to grotesque interpretations. A 
stark example of the innocent 
confusion that exists over cur- 
rent terms of debate Is Mr. 
Schacter's letter of October 19, 
in which he wrote: "Student 
syndicalism is the Involvement 
of students In society, as active 
citizens. Does not the Blood 
Drive fit the qualification for a 
syndicalist event?" In no way 
did the Blood Drive force me to 
donate. The giving of blood was 
a matter for each person to 
decide. An organization, on the 
contrary, which claims both the 
right to represent members as 
well as the right to have those 
members can hardly be com- 
pared with the Blood Drive. 

I have raised points such as 
these with persons of 'left 11- 
bwaj^conyictions, and the ans- 
wenrl|Kceiyed contained eva- 
sions, apjMals to political ex- 
pediency and tlie necessary (7) 
compromise of an individual's 
principles for the greater good. 

I am aware that a clear ans- 
wer to the points raised here 
exists in Marxist theologies. But 
I would like to see the chal- 
lenge met by those people who, 
lacking- explicit ideologies, are

And 
since political decisions, made 
In Ottawa and Quebec, affect' 
all groups within the society, 
siirely these affect the student 
groups. And If the student gov- 
ernments are unwilling to stand 
up and represent student in- 
terests, who will? 

Finally. I wish to know why 
students themselves would vote 
against free education. Surely 
it docs not make sense — ^unless 
the students now In university 
are afraid that they would not 
qualify In this Intellectual 
elite, if the financial criterion 
wcie^i^remoyed.

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Students summer in Mexico 
to help civilize Aztec natives 

For the past four summers a group of about 140 students from several Can- 
adian universities has travelled to live in a mountainous region norlheast^of Mexico City 
for from six to twelve weeks. 

The project centres around three market towns In the region and the students 
work in groups of two or three In villages surrounding these towns. 



The aim of the project is to 
introduce the natives _ — main- 
ly purcblooded descendants of 
the aboriginal Aztecs — to the 
Ideas of civilized life. These 
people are living at subsistance 
level in a potentially rich area. 

During their stay the stu- 
dents teach simple hygiene and 
agriculture and help organize 
cooperatives and village coun- 
cils. The idea is to help the 
Mexicans to . help themselves 
by introducing them to new 
ideas and to the people who arc 
working in the Mexican serv- 
ices of health, agriculture and 
rural development. 

The services certainly don't 
lack experts but do lack work- 
ers through whom they can get 
good personal contact with the 
local farmers. Thus the students 
need not be experts in medicine, 
agriculture, or community 
development, although a 
i-easonable knowledge of each 
of these fields is necessary. 

To give students the ground- 
ing necessary for successful 
work In Mexico, weekly meet- 
ings are held at which lectures 
in Mexican history and psycho- 
logy, community development, 
health, agriculture, and most 
important, Spanish, are given. 
Conversational Spanish Is 



regularly in their various home 
communities before leaving for 
Mexico. The rigorous winter 
program provides an excellent 
opportunity to filter out volun- 
teers who might prove unsat- 
isfactory in Mexico. 

The Mexican Indians arc very 
suspicious of new ideas. It 
happened that the Mexican 
Coffee Institute had developed

a coffee plant which harvested 
annually instead of bienially 
like the wild plant. When I ask- 
ed a farmer why he didn't plant 
the new coffee, , he said it was 
because the plant only lived 25 
years instead of 60 or 70. Thu.s 
a man would outlive his coffee 
plants and have nothing to leave 
to his son. 

These people are so geared 
to a difficult existence that the 
idea vthat:g;IUe^nn;;. be.; easier 
seems not' to'oMÛr to them.

projects undertaken by the 
students.

claiming he must have con- 
tracted some terrible disease 
because he no longer had the 
strength to work a full day in 
the cornfields and then put in a 
good night's work in bed with 
his wife. After some questioning 
it turned out that he was 86 
years old. 

The Indians have ({ualnt me- 
thods of settling disputes, usual- 
ly with a pistol or machete. In 
the district in which I was 
working two men died in po-

However, one townsman 
claimed the number of killings 
had decreased since the stu- 
dents arrived because the na- 
tives did not want the out- 
siders to see this aspect of 
their culture.

People Inevitably ' ask the 
question — Did you accomplish 
anything permanent ? To this I 
must answer yns. To my mind 
the material things which were 
accomplished arc the things of 
least Importance. 



Council establishes 
Judicial Committee

Student discipline, as stipulated in the Students' Society 
consllluttoh, has always been enforced by the Students' 

Council (except for cheating In examinations). To many 
people at McGill, this is an intolerable situation — it means 
that the body that makes the rules has the power to sit 
in judgment on violators of these rules. 



This week, tiie set-up will be 
completely transformed. The 
Students' Council will transfer 
the power to prosecute offend- 
ers and interpret their consti- 
tution to experts in Judicial 
matters — law students. 

The move came about as the 
result of recommendations 
made by Ronald Berger, BCL 3, 
who was appointed two weeks 
ago by Council to head a Ju- 
dicial Procedures Committee. 
He made a study and then 
handed in a report on student 
discipline at last Thursday's 
Council meeting. 

Bcrgcr's report criticized the 
execution and interpretation of 
rules by C o u n c 1 1 on four 
counts:
